(cont. from p. 4) The accident had 
occurred three milos bac!: in a shallow 
canyon along Little Cottonrood Creek, 
right on the trail near two trees which 
“ywere unharmed. The elevation was about 
10,900 fect. The party returned inme- 
diately, got Marion safely in a pup tent 
just before the ‘storm broke out again. 
The doctor arrived with the rescue party 
in about three hours, and they all moved 
to Golden Trout Cemp. Wightlong atten- 
tion enabled larion to leave in the morn- 
ing for Lorie Pine Tlospital, where she 
spent the next four days. Vincent Orlan- 
do. stayed with her, and we are happy to 
hear that she is entirely recovered.
